Philadelphia ice cream is a product 
of American inv ention and is but little 
known abroad. In this country it is con­ 
sidered the choicest kind of ice cream. 
When properly made, it consists entire­ 
ly of sweetened and flav ored cream, the 
flav or giv ing the specific name to the 
v ariety. The cream, which should not 
be too rich, may be scalded or not, as 
it suits the indiv idual taste. 
It will 
expand more in freezing if it he not 
cooked, giv ing an ice of light, fluffy 
texture, but of raw taste. 
\\ hat Is 
gained in quantity is lost in quality. 
Cooking the cream obv iates all danger 
of its curdling in case of atmospheric 
changes 
and 
giv es 
a 
firm, 
close 
grained, v elv ety ice which cuts like 
Jelly. In scalding the cream, as in nil 
dishes where milk or cream Is called 
for, use a double boiler or a pail sbt 
into a kettle of hot water. 
Dissolv e 
the sugar In the hot cream and when 
cold add the flav oring. In case an ex 
tract be used, one tablespoonful for 
each quart of cream will be required. 
In making a fruit cream -straw 
berry, raspberry, peach, etc.—the fruit 
should be mashed, mixed with sugar, 
and, after standing somV time, added 
to the cream, whe.n the latter is partly 
or wholly frozen. 
The quantity of 
sugar to be used depends upon the 
acidity of the fruit. Strawberries aud 
peaches may be pressed through 
potato ricer, but raspberries must be 
sifted through a siev e fine enough to 
keep back the seeds. 
For peach ice cream, to a quart of 
Philadelphia ice cream, frozen without 
flav oring, add a pint of peach pulp in 
which half a cup of sugar has been 
dissolv ed. 
A T e m p tln « D e ss e r t. 
For extra occasions ice cream and 
melons are a splendid combination. Se 


ture at once into a dish set in cold 
water. 
When it has become ice cold 
flav or and freeze. 
Sometimes starchy material, as ar­ 
rowroot or cornstarch, is used in the 
place of part of the eggs. In this case 
it is better to mix such material with 
a little cold cream or milk and cook 
It In the hot cream for ten or fifteen 
minutes. 
The Neapolitan method of makiug 
creams is considered best adapted to 
v anilla, coffee, chocolate, caramel and 
the v arious nut creams. 
In IQirope 
fruit flav ors are thought not to harmo­ 
nize with eggs, which are an essential 
part of all their creams, but any of 
the fruit pulps may he added to a 
Neapolitan cream with good results.— 
Boston Cooking School Magazine.

Bism arck w as not only a stutesm an, 
able to h andle ab stra ct th eories of gov­ 
ernm ent, but a sh rew d player of th e 
lesser gam es of life. 
Some years ago 
an anonym ous w riter contributed to 
th e New Review th is story of th e Iron 
C h ancellor's very h um an cleverness. 
W h en be represented Prussia a t th e 
diet of F ra nk fort in 1806 h e h ad rea­ 
son to suspect th a t h is letters and dis­ 
patch es w ere tam pered w ith by th e 
A ustrians. 
O th er diplom ats suffered 
from th e sam e meddling. 
One day, afte r a stormy m eeting, 
Bism arck and th e representative from 
H anover w alked aw ay togeth er, and 
as th ey w alked th e H anoverian touch ­ 
ed on th e sore subject and asked B is­ 
m arck if be h ad found a w ay to get 
h is letters th rough . 
“You sh all know presently,” answ er­ 
ed B ism arck. 
Th e prince, as th e two strolled along, 
led th e w ay th rough dingy bypath s in­ 
to a slum . 
D raw ing ou a th ick pair of 
gloves, h e entered a little sh op w h ere 
th e poor bough t tea, ch eese, pickles, 
lam p oil and such commodities. 
Th e 
astonish ed H anoverian followed. 
"B oy,” called Bism arck to th e stupid 
looking lad beh ind th e counter, “do 
you sell soap?” 
“Yes, sir,” replied th e boy, putting 
before Btom arek a variety of strong 
scented cakes. 
“How m uch is th is? And th is?" said 
th e diplom atist, h andling one cuke a ft­ 
er anoth er. 
W h ile th e soap selected w as being 
w rapped up Bism arck th rust h is h and 
into h is pocket and drew out an uu- 
inelosed letter. 
He gave an ex clam a­ 
tion as of dism ay and surprise. 
Ap­ 
parently annoyed at h is forgetfulness, 
h e cried, “ Boy, do you sell envelopes?” 
Envelopes of a ch eap grade were pro­ 
duced, and Bism arck put th e letter in 
one. 
Th en h e asked for pen and ink 
and set out to w rite th e address, but 
h is h eavy glove h indered h im. 
“ Here, 
boy,” h e ex claimed, th row ing dow n th e 
pen, “just w rite th is address for me!” 
W h en th e sc ra w l w as finish ed Bis­ 
m arck took th e letter and left th e sh op. 
“T h ere,” h e said, p utting th e letter 
to h is com panion's nose, “w h at w ith 
th e soap, th e h erring, th e candles and 
th e ch eese.

Th e om nibus appeared in Baris in 
1662 as a “carrosse a cinq sous” (coach 
i for tw opence h alfpenny), by auth ority 
of Louis XIV., under th e m anagem ent 
t of Pascal, th e m ystic and ph ilosoph er. 
W h eth er th is em inent th inker originat­ 
ed th e idea is not clear, but th ere is no 
doubt th a t h is influence assisted in th e 
establish m ent of th e service under th e 
auspices of a royal decree. 
L ater on th ese earliest om nibuses 
ceased to run ow ing to lack of support, 
and did not reappear in P aris until 
1827, w h en Lafitte, th e banker, wh o 
w as am ong th e largest proprietors, 
w as credited w ith originating th e re­ 
vived service. 
T h e new coach es started to ply in 
London on July 4, 1829, w h en th e first 
one left Paddington for th e Bank of 
E ngland, and anoth er ran from th e 
bank to th e Y orksh ire Stingo, New 
road. 
Th ese first B ritish busses w ere 
known from th e m an wh o organized 
th em as “8h i Hi beers,” and th e conduc­ 
tors of th e first tw o are said to h ave 
been th e sons of B ritish naval officers.
